Fuly, in the Year of our Lord 1773, he this Deponent took particular Notice 


that the fajd Defendant in the Bleſſing after the Sermon by him pronounced to 


the Congregation, inſtead of ſaying, the Bleſſing of God Almighty, the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, be amongſt you and remain with you always, he 


conſtantly omitted the Words, The Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, and 
made uſe of theſe Words only, The Bling of God Almighty be amongſt 


you and remain with you always. That in the Adminiſtration of the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper in the ſaid Churth of Tewkeſbury, the ſame was twice or 
thrice jointly performed and adminiſtered by the ſaid Defendant and this Depo- 
nent, and by the expreſs Directions of the ſaid Defendant in the following Manner, 
by the Deponent's reading the Sentences in or during the Offertory, the Prayer 
for Chriſt's Church Militant, and the ſucceeding Exhortation to the Communi- 
cants; and that the Defendant then proceeded from thence in the ſaid Service, to 
;the Hymn of Glory be to God on high, except in the Adminiſtration of the Cup ; 
and that this Deponent then reſumed the ſaid Service, and read to the End thereof. 

And that the ſaid Defendant informed this Deponent, that the Reaſon for per- 


forming the Service in that Manner was, that he had Objections to the Reading 
of ſome Part of the Service in the Adminiſtration of the Sacrament of the Lord's

.dered as an Alteration or Omiffion in the Prayers, Exhortations, and Bleſſings ar- 
ticulate, he knows not; and furthet referring himſelf to the Laws, Canons, Con- 
ſtituents, and Statutes afticulate, he knows not to depoſe.
